Shanghai, China, Sept. 4.—(By the 
A. P.)—Though troops estimated to 
number 40,000 battled throughout 
this sunshiny day, competent eye-1 
witnesses declared tonight that neith- 
*' er side had made material gains in 
the fighting. 
The battle front extended from the 
line of the Shanghai-Nankin Railway 
I to the Yangste River, about 18 miles 
from Shanghai, at its nearest point, 
w and about ‘¿5 miles at the most dis­ 
tant.Lungwa headquarters of the Che­ 
kiang troops defending Shanghai 
claim gains in the Hwangtu sector 
on the railway and in the Liuho sec­ 
tor on the coast. Both sides reported 
that they had added reinforcements 
to their fighting forces during the 
day. 
Firing Continuous 
Firing was continuous today, the 
second day of the fighting, from G 
a. m. on. When the Kiangsu troops 
opened their attack only about a 
thousand defenders were holding the 
Chekiang lines. Trucks were pressed 
... into service'to rush troops and aro­ 
' munition to the front and the moving 
of reinforcements continued all day. 
At several points the opposing 
fighters were hidden from each oth­ 
er by fields of growing grain, through 
which the rifl'e and machine gun fire 
cut its way. Eye-witnesses said that 
undoubtedly the fighters were wast­ 
ing large amounts of ammunition in 
the characteristic of Chinese troops, 
firing wildly.

The Kiangsu troops used artillery 
in their attack on Liuho which or­ 
dinarily is a town of 8,000 popula­ 
tion. There was no evidence that 
they had cooperation from any naval 
^ force on the Yangste river. ' Indica­ 
tions were that the Chekiang troops 
would be able to hold that sector un­ 
less the attacking forces were heav­ 
ily reinforced. Two American women 
remained in Liaho during the bom- 
•bardment. They were Miss Grace 
'Crandall, a woman physician, and 
Miss Susie M. Burdick, who were in 
charge of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Mission hospital there. When the 
firing began the Red Cross unit from 
Shanghai retreated 12 miles to the 
village of Liaho, but Miss Crandall 
and Miss Burdick refused to aban­ 
don the patients in the hospital who 
were not war casualties. 
All day long the shells whistled 
overhead. Several of them passed 
through the hospital building. Late 
in the day the Associated Press cor- 
^ respondent obtained the use of an 
automobile truck and by using this 
truck and his own automobile man­ 
aged to remove the patients, together 
with the American women, to safety 
in Shanghai. The rain of bullets 
continued, however, while the escape 
from the hospital was being effected. 
Conscription of both men and wo­ 
men for war work was reported con­ 
tinuing today in many sections of 
tho- Chinese territory adjacent to 
Shanghai. This drafting was started 
a week ago when hostilities became 
probable.

COURT FAILS 


Convicted of Murder of Marie 
. Wick, He Is Serving a 
Life Sentence 


William Gummer, hotel clerk, con­ 
victed of the murder of Marie Wick 
of Grygla, Minnesota* in a Fargo 
hotel in June, 1921, has lost his final 
legal battle. The state 
supreme 
court denied a rehearing in the case 
in which it affirmed Gummer’s con­ 
viction and sentence to life impris­ 
onment for the crime. 
Gummer now is serving his sen­ 
tence in the state penitentiary, hav­ 
ing been an inmate since shortly 
after his conviction by a jury in 
Valley. City February 25, 1922. 
The high court, in an opinion on 
the rehearing, denies .the conten­ 
tions, constituting essential elements 
in a chain of circumstantial evidence 
on which Gummer was convicted, 
was not answered by the court in 
its original opinion. 
“We are satisfied on this record 
that the verdict finds ample support 
in the evidence in that the circum­ 
stances disclosed are such that, in 
our opinion, reasonable men may be 
satified therefrom to a moral cer­ 
tainty of the defendant’s guilt,” 
says the high court opinion. 
The fact that the evidence on 
which Gummer was convicted was 
circumstantial “in no way alters the 
respective functions of the court and 
the jury,” the court held.

TOBBUNSAFE 


Condemned Only After In 
ventilation by Builders and 
Architect, Says Board Head 


Merrifield Hall, the oldest building 


on the campus of the University ol 
North Dakota, wax condemned only 
bccauxe *ne xtnte hoard of adminis- 
tration regarded it i.ecessary IP or- 
der to safeguard the liven of student* 
and faculty members, according to R. 
B. Murphy, president of the 
state 


board of administration. 


Mcrrifield Hall has stood on the 


campus since 1883. 
Sometime ago 


the attention of the board was called 
bv University authorities to the set- 
tling and pulling apart of the waits, 
and an inspection followed. 
It was 


found that walls had sunk over four 
feet during the spring and summer 
months, up to the time of inspection, 
and there wag further settling after 
inspection. 
One wall was leaning 


outward over five_ inches, according 
to the plumb line, and the 
pulling 


apart of the walls loosened several 
window arches, some of which had 
fallen out, the board's investigation 
showed. 


Grand Forks and Fargo architects 


and builders submitted a report de- 
claring1 the building 
unsafe. 
The 


state board's architect, according to 
Mr. Murphy, estimated the cost of 
renewing the footing under* the en- 
tire building of from $45,000 to $50,- 
000, but since the building, had been 
valued \v an outside appraisal two 
years ago at only $40,000 it was deem- 
ed unwise to attempted repairs, Mr. 
Murphy added. 


"The board has taken this 
step 


(condemnation) 
ohl.v 
after 
giving 


.serious conxidcration to all informa- 
tion obtainable and deems it neces- 
sary from the standpoint of public 
safety and the board's obligation to 
the public to condemn this building," 
Mr. Murphy said, adding that Univer- 
sity authorities were ordered to al- 
ter the building so that the basement, 
the first story and a part of the sec. 
ond story in one section of the build- 
ing can be used. By lightening the 
load and strain in this way, archi- 
tects have recommended that 
this 


part of the building can be used by 
constructing1 "a temporary roof over 
the portion of the building that if 
left standing. 
A temporary struc- 


ture has been ordered constructed to 
house ten class rooms and the re- 
mainder of the class rooms and of- 
fices will be located possibly in one 
of the dormitories and the cafeteria 
room, according to Mr. Murphy. The 
temporary structure will be of the 
cheapest possible construction, and 
material taken from the roof and 
upper floors of Merrifield Hall will 
be used in its construction.

DEFENSE DAY 
Defense Day would have stirred up little discussion 
except in a presidential year. 
Politicians have seized upon 
President Coolidge’s plan of taking stock, as it were, of the 
national defense, to release reams of propaganda, .some even 
mildly hinting that another war is in the offing. 
No true, 
loyal red-blooded American, foreign born on native, will be de­ 
ceived by the demagogues and pacifists. There is no militar­ 
istic flourish contemplated in Defense Day. 
It is merely a 
•necessary and vital step in the general policy of prepared­ 
ness, not necessarily for war but more for the preservation 
of peace. 
North Dakota by all means should support the Defense

A dreary future, in which no one will ever laugh, is pre­ 
dicted by Dr. Charles Gray Shaw, who teaches philosophy 
at New York University. Many signboards point that wáy. 
People certainly do not laugh as much as they used to. 
Comedians in recent years have been complaining that 
audiences are Ijecoming more .solemn, with the “Dqre you to 
make me smile” attitude. 
This is due partly to the war, which took most of the joy 
out of life and shocked people into serious attitude. 
But, 
even more, it’s a result of publicity. 
In former generations, 
jokes traveled slowly, were carried about by theatrical troup­ 
ers and drummers. 
Today the new joke on Broadway is 
carried by newspapers, vaudeville, and radio all over the 
country, and quickly. 
Naturally, with such fast circulation, the life of a joke is 
shorter. 
Then, too humor has become a .scientific business. 
Hundreds of clever comic arti.sts and column conductors 
are on the alert for new “gags.” 
The old ones have been 
classified, rehashed, disguised, 
served time and again. 
Every one knows them—except the rising generation. • 


But scientific distribution of available humor is not what 
Shaw had in mind when he predicts a future without laughs. 
Primitive man, he says, didn’t know enough to laugh, since 
wit involved a certain amount of intelligence. 
“The men of the future will know too much to laugh at 
anything. 
We laugh at what we do not understand, or at 
what seems inferior to us. 
In both cases, our pride induces 
us to assume an exalted position and haughty air. Men used 
to laugh at Columbus and Galileo. 
Now they try to joke 
about Einstein and Freud. 
“On the social side we are prone to laugh at people who 
appear inferior or who are forced to assume degrading posi­ 
tions. 
The prince laughs at the pauper. 
The city person 
snickers at the rustic. 
The native citizen smiles at the im­ 
migrant. 
But these are only the signs of incongruities and 
inequalities which the future will remove.” 
Laughter, as Shaw views it, is a characteristic of man in 
his present stage of mental development. When men become 
more Ihtelligent, he expects, they’ll laugh less. 
How often 
do you see a scientist or highbrow laugh? 
However, if the future has nothing in its existence to grin 
about, it can always look back and laugh at us.

dicted by Dr. Charles Gray Shaw, who teaches philosophy 
at New York University. Many signboards point that way. 


People certainly do not laugh as much as they used to. 


Comedians in recent years have, been complaining that 
audiences are becoming more solemn, with the "Dare you to 
make me smile" attitude. 


This is due partly to the war, which took most of the joy 


out of life and shocked people into serious attitude. But; 
even more, it's a result of publicity. In former generations, 
jokes traveled slowly, were carried about by theatrical troup- 
ers and drummers. 
Today the new joke on Broadway is 


carried by newspapers, vaudeville, and radio all over the' 
country, and quickly. 


Naturally, with such fast circulation, the life of a joke is 


shorter. 


Then, too humor has become a scientific business. 


Hundreds of clever comic artists and column conductors 
are on the alert for new "gags," 
The old ones have been 


classified, rehashed, disguised, served time and again. 
Every one knows them—except the rising generation. • 


But scientific distribution of available humor is not what 


| Shaw had in ,mind when he predicts a future without laughs. 
Primitive man, he says, didn't know enough to laugh, since 
wit involved a certain amount of intelligence. 


"The men of the future will know too much to laugh at 


j anything. 
We laugh at what we do not understand, or at 


what seems inferior to us. In both cases, our pride induces 
us to assume an exalted position and haughty air. Men used 
to laugh at Columbus and Galileo. Now they try to joke 
about Einstein and Freud. 


"On the social side we are prone to laugh at people who 


appear inferior or who are forced to assume degrading posi- 
tions. 
The prince laughs at the pauper. 
The city person 


snickers at the rustic. The native citizen smiles at the im- 


; migrant. 
But these are only the signs of incongruities and 


inequalities which the future will remove." 


Laughter, as Shaw views it, is a characteristic of man in 


his present stage of mental development. 
When men become 


more intelligent, he expects, they'll laugh less. How often 
do you see a scientist or highbrow laugh? 


However, if the future has nothing in its existence to grin 


'about, it can always look back and laugh at us.
